All 
students will be transported 
to the schools within the zoned 
areas, unless parents desire 
to carry their children to an- 
other school or catch another 
bus on the boundary line. If 
the bus fails to pick up a child 
the first day contact the prin- 
cipal or the busdriver. Please 
remember that there is a big 
change in bus routes and it 
will take several days to get 
them adjusted. 

August 24, Registrafion Day 

is a regular school day It 
counts as one of the 176 days 
for 1972-73. A child must 
be present on this day in order 
to get a perfect attendence 
certificate. 
A child’s attendance is im- 
portant in many ways. It he- 
Ips him, individually and, also, 
the teacher unit allocation for 
fhe county is determined by 
daily attendance.

G | BILL BENEFITS 


Veterans in the State of 
Alabama could lose part or 
all of their G.I. educational 
benefits if they don’t consider 
starting school this coming fall. 
warned Neil R. Smart, Director 
of the Montgomery Veterans 
Administration Regional Off- 
ice. The VA, including just 
after World War Il,he said 
“T urge all veterans to get in 
touch with the VA office o1 
County Service Officer nearest 
them as soon possible,” stated 
Smart. 

The VA phrase, “You o.:¢ 
it to yourself,” could not be 
more true in this time of high 
unemployment and the ever- 
increasing need for college ed- 
ucation to get ahead, he said 

He explained that those 
whose benefits are in danger 
were discharged between Jan- 
uary 31, 1955, and June 1, 1966 
For these veterans, eligibil- 
ity for VA educational assis- 
tance payments for G. I. bill 
schooling expires on May 31, 
1974, whether they are enrolled 
it that time or not. 

Certain types of training, 
iuthorized for the first time 
yn August 31, 1967, are not aff- 
2cted by the 1974 expiration 
jate. Included are flight train- 
ing, apprentice and on-the-job 
training, and farm cooperative 
training. Those forms oftrain- 
ing are available under the 
eight year policy, until August 
31, 1975, or eight years after 
discharge. whichever is later.

Funds For Tuberculous Control Would Bring 
Wonderful Results ; 


Due to greatly improved 
methods of treatment tubercu- 
losis is no longer the hope- 
less disease it once was, but 
the more than 35,000 new cases 
reported in the United States 
last year mark it still as one 
of the most serious communi- 
cable disease problems facing 
us. The tragic impact of tuber- 
culosis is felt particularly hard 
in Alabama where more than 
1,000 new active cases will be 
reported this year alone. 

Regretfully, Alabama usu- 
ally ranks second or third 
among all the States in tuber- 
culosis reported in relation 
to every 100,000 people. Of 
all the counties in the United 
States which have a principal 
city with a population between 
100,000 and 250,000 the rate of 
new active cases last year rank 
Mobile first and Montgomery 
second. And of all cities of 
250,000 population or more the 
tuberculosis case rate of Birm- 
ingham was exceeded only by 
Baltimore, Maryland, and E] 
Paso, Texas. The Birming- 
ham rate exceeded that of such 
cities as Newark, New Jersey, 
Chicago, and Detroit, and it 
was almost twice the rate of 
Atlanta.

Federal tuberculosis control 
program officials know where 
the needs are, but they just 
haven't sufficient funds to help 
States like Alabama combat 
their tuberculosis problem. 

Last year I sponsored an 
amendment to the HEW app- 
ropriations bill control. The 
Senate approved this amend- 
ment but. regretfully, it was 
deleted from the final bill by 
the House-Senate Conference 
Committee. 

Just a few weeks ago, when 
the new HEW appropriations 
bill came before the Senate, I 
again intorduced anamendment 
to provide funds for raising the 
amount to $8 million.

Q. My brother, who had 
worked all his life in a job 
covered by social security, 
died a few months ago. Who 
gets the lump-sum payment 
from social security? 

A. If your brother was 
insured under social securi- 
ty and living with his wife 
at the time of death, his 
wife gets the payment. If 
your brother wasn't mar- 
ried, the person responsible 
for the burial expenses can 
request that the death bene- 
fit be paid directly to the 
funeral home, If, however, 
the burial expenses have al- 
ready been paid, the person 
who paid them can claim 
the death payment, 


Q. Before her recent 
death, my wife worked un- 
der social security for near- 
ly 11 years. Even though I 
plan to continue working 
and supporting our two 
children, ages 9 and 12, 
could they get monthly so- 
cial security benefits on my 
wife’s work record? 


A. Yes, The children may 
be eligible for social securi- 
ty benefits on their mother’s 
record regardless of the 
surviving father’s work sit- 
uation. You should file an 
application for the children. 


Q. After my husband died, 
my son received monthly 
social security benefits un- 
til he was 18. His benefits 
stopped, however, when he 
left school for a year. Now 
at 19, he plans to attend a 


local college. Can he get 
social security benefits 
again? f 


A. Yes, The child of a re- 
tired, deceased, or disabled 
worker can get monthly 
benefits until 22 as long as 
he is in full-time attendance 
at an accredited school and 
is unmarried. Contact any 
social security office as soon 
as possible to have your 
son’s benefits started again. 


Q. le receive both ‘are: 
tirement benefit from soéial 
security and a pension from 
the U.S. Army. Does my 
army pension count as earn- 
ings? 


A. No. Only wages and 
self-employment income 
count as earnings. Other 
income — such as another 
pension, dividends, or in- 
terest—does not affect your 
social security benefit pay- 
ments.

time voters between the ages 
of 21 and 24, 1972’s young vot- 
ers make up 18 percent of the 


total electorate. 


That represents a potential

other voting groups inthe nation. 
Senior citizens represent 16 per- 
cent; labor, 13 percent; and far- 
mers, 5.5 percent. 

Who are the new voters? 
Where are they? What are 
their interests and concerns? 
These are important questior. ~ 
that must be answered. 

Contrary to the impression 
of many, young voters are not 
all college radicals. In fact, 
only 35 percent are even in 
colleges, and 7.7 percent are 
vocational school students. 

In seven states--California, 
New York, Texas, Pennsylvania, 
illinois,Ohio and Michigan--new 
voters number more than one 
million. In all but three States, 
new voters form a bloc large 
enough to have reversed the re- 
sult of the 1968 presidential 
election. 

Survey research has shown 
that we cannot consider all new 
voters will think and act alike. 
They represent all walks of 
life. Among employed men 18 
to 24 years old, about 12 percent 
are working for local: state or 
federal governments; 84 percent 
are in other non-agricultural 
industry, and four percent are 
agricultural workers. Of the 
young women, 58 percent are 
in the labor force.

Doctor 
in the Kitchen”

We are, next to water, mostly 
protein. In fact, on a dry weight 
basis, you are about half protein 
A third of your protein is in mus- 
cle, About a fifth in bone and 
cartilage. A tenth of your protein 
is in your skin, The rest is dis 
tributed in other tissues and body 
fluids, Normally, only bile and 
urine do not contain protein. 

Pretty important stuff - protein 
Proteins should not be utilized 
by the body for energy. They can 
be, if not enough Starches, sugars 
and fat are present. In turn, this 
can mean you don’t have enough 
protein for the body's handling 
of wear and tear 


A Balanced Diet 

So nutritionists recommend a 
a balanced diet from a wide vari- 
ety of foods to insure that you 
get enough protein along with 
carbohydrates and fats, and suf- 
ficient vitamins and minerals. 

Proteins are composed of amino 
acids. Proteins from animal foods 
such as meat, milk, eggs are simi- 
lar in amino acid composition to 
human tissues. Thus these foods 
supply the kinds and proportions 
of amino acids your body needs. 
Because of this, animal proteins 
are rated biologically as having 
high nutritive value. Proteins in 
fruits, vegetables, grains, and 
nuts do not supply as good an 
assortment of amino acids, but 
some—like those in soybeans— 
are almost as good. 

From the foregoing you can 
see how important protein is to 
us, and why protein is considered 
the building blocks of the body. 
It is involved in the processes by 
which cells and fluids of the body 
exchange nutrients. And this ex- 
change is literally the action 
through which our bodies break 
down and rebuild body tissues. 
You must get adequate protein in 
your meals daily, even after you 
are fully grown, to maintain this 
process. Your body is not static. 


Combining Proteins 


Not all of your protein must 
come from the so-called animal 
foods. That is the source of the 
most complete protein. But 
breads and cereals, fruits and 
vegetables also offer useful pro- 
tein—particularly when such pro- 
tein is combined with the animal 
foods proteins. The idea here is 
that plant foods offer cheaper 
protein and by combining it with 
animal protein the economics of 
feeding people makes more sense. 

This is why, even when you 
are thinking primarily of protein 
in the diet, we remind people 
that the four food group approach 
to good nutrition is so important. 
It means combining the meat 
group, the milk group, fruits and 
vegetables, and breads and cer- 
eals in your daily meals.

FAMILY HISTORY OF MRS. RUSHA (HAM) EDWARDS 


In 1858, James Ham and his wife, Susannah

Philip Jefferson Ham 
was born on April 7, 1841 in Crawford County, 
Georgia and married Mary Ann Carroll in 
Coffee County, Alabama on July 5, 1859. 
Mary Ann was a daughter of Noah and Eliz- 
abeth Mancill Carroll. Jeff Ham served 
in the Confederate Army and lost his arm 
in combat. He was one of the largest land- 
owners in Coffee County and is considered 
to be one of the founders of Elba. He was

Tuition for 
Public School? 


Squeezed for funds, a board of 
education decided to impose a tui- 
tion fee on all high school stu- 
dents, In short order, indignant 
parents went to court to complain, 
They pointed out that the state 
constitution called for a system of 
“free” public education. 

In reply, the board argued that 
it was simply using its discretion 
to ease a tight financial situation, 
But the court decided that tuition 
was indeed unconstitutional. 

“The right of children to attend 
public school,” said the court, ‘is 
not dependent on the discretion of 
anyone,”

With cducation costs climbing, 
there has been renewed interest 
in the idea of charging fees of one 
kind or another to public school 
students, But tuition, at least, has 
usually been ruled out because of 
the requirement that education 
should be free. 

Lesser fees, too, have been re- 
jected by the courts more often 
than not, In another case, a school 
board tried to charge pupils for 
their textbooks. The board’s the- 
ory was that “free” education re- 
ferred merely to the school build- 
ing and the teachers — not to 
“extras.” 

However, the court held this 
fee unconstitutional also, saying 
that books are an integral part of 
the educational process. The judge 
commented: 

“No education of any value is 
possible without school books.” 

Nevertheless, another school 
board did succeed in collecting a 
textbook deposit from its students, 
This time, the plan had two fea- 
tures that made it more palatable: 

1) the deposit was waived for 
any student who could not pay it; 
and 

2) the deposit was refunded at 
the end of the semester, if the 
books were returned in reasonably 
good condition. 

A court decided that this kind 
of a fee was too minor a burden 
on the educational process to be 
objectionable, All it amounted to, 
said the court, was a practical 
method of encouraging students 
to take good care of their books.

Sharpless Is rene 


A man who has grown up 
to be no more than 166 pounds 
would obviously be limited in 
the number of positions he might 
play on a major college foot- 
ball team. Johnny Sharpless, 
whose bulk is spread across 
6-1 frame, has probably run 
the gamut of available spots 
for the University of Alabama 
team. 

Johnny is now playing split 
end for the Crimson Tide, foll- 
owing stints at defensive half- 
back and quarterback over the 
past three years. And he’s 
doing well at it, wearing one 
of those practice jerseys re- 
served for first team offensive 
performers. 

Coach Paul Bryant said that 
Johnny, a junior from Elba, 
“has improved greatly with the 
layoff since last spring. He’s 
really made some great 
catches,” said the coach. 
Bryant has always emphasized 
that one of the most important 
ingredients in a winning pro- 
gram is to have men who be- 
come winners between the end 
of spring training and the be- 
ginning of fall work. Thus, 
Bryant is alert to notice those 
showing improvement. 

Sharpless grew up wanting 
to play football for Alabama. 
Elba had sent his second cou- 
sin, Marlin Dyess, to Tusca- 
lod%ea and Johnny has fond mem- 
ories of listening on the radio 
as Dyess and Alabama began 
building back. 

As an All-State quarterback 
at Elba High School, Sharpless 
earned a scholarship to Bama 
and had visions of following 
in the footsteps of his later 
hero, Joe Namath. But there 
was a catch. “I couldn’t be- 
lieve it,” he remembers. “I 
got up here thinking I was going 
to be the quarterback and there 
were 10 others who had been 
high school quarterbacks on that 
freshman team.” 

Sharpless admits that ev- 
eryone wants to be the quar- 
terback, especially if they’ve 
had that spot, but says that he 
no longer has any qualms about 
trying another position. Infact, 
he’s quite fond of his latest 
home. 

“I’m mostly interested in 
playing and it’s not important 
where,” he says. “I really 
like split end, though. I’ve 
got a lot to learn about running 
routes and blocking on the cor- 
ners, but I’m interested in 
learning it,” he added. 

Johnny knows that he’s not 
going toannihilate any defensive 
backs, even though cornermen 
and safetymen generally run 
small too. “The main thing 
that I have to do on a down- 
field block is get position,” 
he said. “It’s nice to knock 
them down and I think I can, 
but you don’t have to get the 
man on the ground everytime 
to accomplish your mission, 
he said.

Net Income Drops 
For Kleinerts 


Kleinert’s Inc. operating net 
soared in the fiscal third quar- 
ter, but after special charges, 
which included an $82,000 flood 
loss, and credits net income 
Slipped 3%, 

For the quarter ended July 
8, operating net of the maker 
of shoes and children’s apparel 
jumped to $265,000 or 27 cents 
a share, from $53,000 or seven 
cents a share, a year earlier. 
Sales surged 67% to $36.9 mil- 
lion from $22 million. 

However, Kleinert’s net in- 
come slipped 3% to $183,000, 
or 19 cents a share, from 
$189,000, or 23 cents a share. 


a year earlier. 
The situation was somewhat 


similar for the nine months. 
Operating net more than quad- 


rupled, rising to $841,000, or 
85 cents a share,from $189,000 


or 23 cents a ‘share, a year 
earlier. But after this year’s 
flood loss, and a $324,000 spe- 
cial credit earned last yéar 
from the sale of real-estate, 
Kleinert’s nine-month net in- 
come increased 47% to

State Troopers

Rural Accidents 


The Alabama State Troop- 
ers investigated 186 rural traf- 
fic accidents with 90 injuries 
and 10 fatalities from6:00 P.M.

These accidents bring the 
number of people killed in rural 
traffic accidents in Alabama 
this year to 583 compared with 
544 killed during the same 
period of time last year for ap 
increase of 39 fatalities. 

Troopers of the Dothan 
district investigated 13 acci- 
dents with 9 injuries and 1 
fatality during this weekend 
period.
